slammed the door of the banquet hall 
in the faces of Markham and his 
wife and then rushed to the table to 
consume the remaining oysters. 


The 
trouble commenced when the 
announcement was made that supper 


was 
waiting. 
The ex-Goverhor, the 
Senators and Assemblymen and dis­ 
tinguished guests had all received a 
quiet tip to remain in the Assembly 
chamber, 
whence 
they 
would be 
taken 
to the 
board, 
and 
special 
-dishes calculated 
to 
tickle 
their 
palates would be placed before them. 
They remained, some of them may be 
there yet, but the summons to the 
feed never came. 


As soon as the doors leading from 
the 
ballroom 
to the banquet hall 
-downstairs were thrown open, the 
well-dressed crowd poured down the 
staircase and in a moment all the 
seats were filled. 


Hudd sat at the center table, and 
though he was surrounded 
by ad­ 
mirers and hundreds looked down 
•upon him from the second floor, no 


one proposed his health. No speeches 
were made. 


Markham was cooling bis heels in 
the marble corridors above, waiting 


for the summons which never came. 


When the doors were again opened 
once 
more 
the banquet-hall 
was 
stormed. 
Two ladies were caught in 
the crush and they fell senseless to 
the floor. They were laid on the 
flags, a physician was 
summoned 
and as soon as possible they were re­ 
suscitated. 


The 
feast went merrily on. 
Pres­ 
ently the crowd at the doors made 
another 
rush. 
Senator 
Mahoney, 


who was with his wife in the front of 
the jam, was 
forced 
through 
the 
doors, his wife being left outside. He 
protested and expostulated, but it 
wrs useless, Mahoney could not get 
out nor his wife in. 


The 
crowd outside once more sur­ 


ged forward and this time they car­ 
ried the doors before them, and like 
a lot of thirsty animals rushing for 
water they tumbled pell mell into the 
seats at the tables. 


Then the waiters refused to serve 
viands 
without 
preliminary 
tips. 
They held out the wine and it is al­ 
leged sold it by the bottle. 
It was 
also said that various persons who 
made themselves conspicuous 
had 
gained admission to the $ro feast by 
tipping the men at the door. 


After the doors had been returned 
to their place 
Markham and 
his 
wife walked to the banbuet hall. The 
doorkeeper, Jot 
some .unaccountable 
reason, slammed the door in Mark- 
ham's 
face. 
The 
ex-Governor, 
flushed with anger and at once left 
the ball with his wife. 


The

features of the 
banquet were most enjoyed from the 
second 
floor. 
There, 
around

balustrade of the light, well, hundreds 
hung, watching the 
viands. 
Bets 
were freely offered as to how many 
entrees and how many glasses of wine 
well known men would consume in a 
given time.

something for the hungry who were 
to come. 


Every now and then there was a 
crash of glass or crockery as an en­ 
terprising waiter dropped a dish on

Mexico Wants Money. 


NEW 
YORK, Jan. 29.- -A special to 
the Herald from the City of Mexico 
says: 
The Government still refuses 
to disclose the tenor of the Guate­ 
malan note. 
The impression

vails that it has been considered and 
that Mexico has demanded 
the in­ 
stant payment of $1,800,000 indem­ 
nity, which if refused will mean war. 
Offers of mediation by the 
United 
States Government will not be con­ 
sidered, as Guatemala has already 
settled the quesrion at issue by the 
treaty of 1882, which she now tries to 
repudiate. 


Guatemala has 5000 troops, with 
good mounted artillery on the border 


of the state of Chiapas. 
The Guate­

over their coffee estates to Germans 
and Spaniards, so that in the event
